Specitd notice was 
gdven the presentation of the 
John Price Wetherill Medal to 
Baltzar Carl von Platon and Carl 
George Munters, co-inventors of 
the Electrolux automatic gas re¬ 
frigerator, for their pioneer work 
and ingenuity in the evolution of 
an absorption type of refrigera¬ 
tor. 

The Electrolux automatic gas — 
refrigerator was invented by the 
two Sweedish youth liuring their 
last year at the Royal University 
of Technology in Stockholm, 
Sweden. The theory that Ice could = 
be made from heat, without tlie 
aid of moving parts, was not — 
new. For more than fifty years __ 
scientists and engineers had ^ 
sought to perfect such an ideal ^ 
refrigerating system. ;;;

I T IS more interesting to have 
a variety of vines on your 
pergola than all one kind, so 
that you will have bloom during 
the different seasons. Those vines 
listed below are all long lived 
vines. 

Bignonia Cherere, the red trum¬ 
pet vine, blooms through the 
spring, summer and fall months. 
It is a strong, quick growing vine 
with an abundance of dark green 
foliage. It should have plenty of 
sunshine and water. 

Bignonia Venusta blooms thru’ 
the winter, just about the time 
that Bignonia Cherere is resting. 
This vine is a tall climber, reach-

This 
vine will only bloom when it is 
out in the full sun. 

Bougainvillia Crimson Lake is 
the most popular of the gorgeous 
Bougalnvillias. The color Is very 
vivid crimson and the flowers 
completely cover the vine in great 
masses during the summer 
months. The vine is fast growing, 
once it gets established. It should 
be planted in the warmest, sun¬ 
niest place on your grounds. 
Bougainvillia Brazillensis is the 
hardiest of the Bougalnvillias. It 
blooms in great masses like the 
Crimson Lake variety but the 
color is purplish-red, which is a 
trying color to use in the garden. 

Hardenbergia Comptoniana is a 
marvelously beautiful vine with 
slender dark green foliage and 
sprays of purple pea-shaped blos¬ 
soms which resemble small ra¬ 
cemes of wistaria blossoms. It 
does best if planted in partial 
shade, as on the East side of the 
house or pergola. It never makes 
a heavy vine. 

Passiflora Edulus, or the edible 
passion vine, will make a large 
vine that will bear many fruit

that can be used for flavoring 
and perserves. 

Solandra Guttata, “Copa de 
Ora” or “Cup of Gold,’ is a sub¬ 
tropical vine that will cover a 
pergola in a .season. It has 
coarse leaves and stems and is 
best used only on large pergolas. 
The imeanse blooms are six to 
eight inches across and attract 
lots of attention. The color is 
yellow. It blooms during the 
early spring. Many of these are 
planted here and thrive wonder¬ 
fully. 'The one on the Park House 
shows their possibilities. 

Solanum Jasminoides is partic¬ 
ularly useful where a quick vine 
is needed. The flowers are white 
and star-shaped. It is splendid to 
plant for quick shade. 

Tecoma Capensis is a splendid 
vine because of Its dense, glossy- 
green foliage and abundance of 
red blossoms during the winter 
and spring months. 

Wistaria Vines will cover a per¬ 
gola very quickly. 'They are 
especially pretty where they are 
planted on a pergola with other 
vines so that they will be In 
bloom during the seasons when 
the Wistaria is dormant or when 
not in bloom. 

Climbing Roses can always be 
used on large pergolas, some of 
the best varieties being Belle of 
Portugal, Thousand Beauties, 
Blanck Boy. Paules Scarlet Climb¬ 
er, Climbing Golden Emblem, 
Climbing Hadley, Climbing Rose 
Marie and Climbing Los Angeles. 

TIME TO SOAK CITRUS 
ORCHARDS, COUNTY 
FARM ADVISOR SAYS 

Citrus growers who have been 
going lightly with their water 
applications up until August 
should have their trees in ex¬ 
cellent condition and making a 
large amount of new growth, ac¬ 
cording to W. H. Williams, As¬ 
sistant Farm Advisor. Light ap¬ 
plications of water should have 
allowed lower depths of the root 
zone to dry out and thus stimu¬ 
late vigorous growth. A heavy 
application of water will be in 
order most any time during Au- 
guest, and if the lower root zone 
has dried out, this should not be 
neglected or the trees may be 
weakened by having so much of 
their root zone in dry soil. 

From August on, the trees are 
not only sizing up their present 
crop of fruit, but are undoubtedly 
getting into condition for the next 
year’s set, and plenty of moisture 
should be supplied as well as ap¬ 
plying any nitrogen that may be 
necessary in order to keep trees 
in good health.

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More People 
Are Reading 
Good Books 

Library’s Annual Report Con¬ 
tains Interesting Slant 

. On The Situation 

^ __ 

During the library year just 
ended, the Sierra Madre library 
has shown a notable increase in 
circulation, according to the an¬ 
nual report sent to the Libiary 
Board of Trustees by Miss Lu5ii 
Moore, librarian. 

To quote the report: “People 
have turned to reading for plea¬ 
sure and recreation, and an in¬ 
terest in political and economic 
affairs has been prevelant for 
the last two years. We feel that 
In the present condition the li¬ 
brary has been of more service 
to the community than formerly.” 

There are now approximately 
1600 active borrowers as 333 pa¬ 
trons have registered for bor¬ 
rower’s cards during the year 
and 1329 cards belonging to p.a- 
trons who have not been active- 


readers for some time have been 
withdrawn from the files. 

From June 1931 to June 1932 
the library has loaned for home 
n-adlng 54,604 volumes— a gain 
of 3,145, of 0% over the preced¬ 
ing year. Biographies, travel and 
economic books were most In de- 
niand. Eighteen percent of the 
loans were from the juvenile de¬ 
partment, and 21% of the adult 
b<K)ks drawn were non-fiction. 

Some idea of how many people 
have passed through the library 
d(K)r.s since the building opened 
may be gained from the fact that 
during the month of May alone, 
3,413 patrons were counted by 
the librarians. 

The library has purchased 539 
volumes, and 12 have been pre- 
Mnt€-d to it in the past 12 
months. Six or .seven new maga¬ 
zines have been added to the 
slielve.s, bringing the total up to 
fid periodicals, seven of which are 
juvenile. During the period cov¬ 
ered by the report 248 volumes 
have been discarded, and two 
volumes of magazines and 172 
books have been rebound. 

La.st Month, June, also showed 
a gain in circulation over June, 
1931, as 4,182 books were drawn 
out in June last year, and In 
June this year the number came 
up l!i%, a gain of 635 books. 
Twenty-six new partons were also 
added to the list.
